'he newspaper business. He says: 
Do you by any chance feel that 
a 
publisher’s life is a bed of 
loses? Because newspapers are 
an integral part of the American 
way of life, have you lapsed into 
an assumption that their publica­ 
tion is a more or less automatic 
thing and that a pot of gold lies 
as a reward at the end of the 
rainbow? 
If so, a few startling and eye- 
ipenlng facts might shed some 
light on the picture. 
One of the nation’s veteran 
newspaper appraisers and brok­ 
ers, Marlon R. Krehbiel, has gath­ 
ered an array of statistics which 
are pretty startling, even to those 
who are In daily contact with the 
newspaper business, and perhaps 
wen more startling to the layman 
who gives the industry only casual 
thought. 
Krehbiel sums up the matter 
briefly in the failure of news­ 
papers to keep their rates abreast 
of rising costs. 
He declares that surveys he has 
c nducted reveal that newspaper 
production costs are now more 
than 275 per cent of what they 
were before World War IL 
He Informs us that a $1.50 sub­ 
scription charge of pre-war days 
should now he $4.00 (The Herald 
still charges $2.50). 
At the same time he advises 
that a pre-war local advertising 
rate of 35 cents per column Inch 
much now be at least 79 cents 
(The Herald’s open rata Is 50 
cents). 
He also says that while these 
charges should currently be at 
least 275 per cent of pre-war, the 
national average of local adver­ 
tising rates is now less than 200 
per cent of pre-war. 
Rates should be adjusted yearly 
'o keep pace with these costa, he 
’s convinced (The Herald last ad­ 
iated its rates in 1951). 
Krehbiel says that In hit long 
years of pursuing proflt and loss 
statements of many newspapers, 
both the sick ones and well ones, 
he has come to the conclusion 
that the ailing ones are what be 
terms "Invariably low rate” while 
those of the other category are 
charging somewhere near what 
they should to cover the upawing 
in costs. 


We believe he has persuasively 
made his point and connot help 
but agree that the rules of busi­ 
ness apply to our Industry just 
the same as they do to others. 
If the butcher, the baker and 
candlestick maker find It neces­ 
sary to adjust upward, then why 
not the newspaper?

Stabilization Plan 


For Wheat Being 


Faced by Congress 


Hamlin area wheat growers are 
interested in proposed legislation 
being promoted now' in the Con­ 
gress. 
A new farm plan for w'heat, de­ 
veloped by the N ational A ssocia­ 
tion of Wheat Browers, and pre­ 
sented to Congress, w ill accomplish 
three major jobs for w heat grow­ 
ers and the nation, according to 
Herb Hughes of Imperial, N ebras­ 
ka. chairman of the farm program 
of NAWG. 
According to Hughes 
three important functions of the 
plan are; 
1. Contribute a solution to the 
surplus feed grain problem. 
If all 
farm ers comply, the plan w ill take 
15,000,000 acres of crop land out 
of production, H ughes estim ates. 
2. It will keep w heat farmer 
incmoe from being reduced below 
present levels by paying full par­ 
ity on wheat consumed dom estic­ 
ally.
